Program OK'd By U.S. Steel 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - The

Unofficial early results of 
ratification votes from more 
than 20 units indicate the 25,000 
skilled tradesm en — one of 
every seven Ford workers — 
were turning the agreem ent 
down by a ratio of nearly 5-to-4.

junta will seek closer ties with 
the I'nited States and adopt a 
tougher stand

foreign policy adviser sa id in an 
interview published today 
"Relations with the United 
States 
are not good," 
said 
former Foreign Minister Tha- 
nat Khoman "We also have a 
cool sort of relationship with 
Japan, whose economic exper 
tise is most important to us 
"We must strive to mend our 
lost advantages of the past two 
to three years." 
The remarks reflected the 
position expressed by senior 
junta member Adm. Sangad 
Chaloryoo who said 
in 
a 
nationwide address Monday 
night his foreign policy will 
favor non-Communist nations. 
Thanat's interview, the first 
given by any adviser to the 
media since the junta seized 
command last Wednesday, was 
printed in the Siam Rath daily 
Political sources today re­ 
ported the first indication of 
organized student resistance to 
the junta in the form of leaflets 
that condemned alleged police 
brutality 
in 
fighting 
that 
preceded the coup The govern­ 
ment has said 41 students were 
killed 
in the clashes 
at 
a 


Bangkok university 
Thanat, in the interview, did 
not elaborate on what he called 
"lost advantages," but political 
observers interpreted his re­ 
marks as a criticism of former 
democratic governments that 
established and strengthened 
relations 
with 
Com munist 
countries 
In 
showing 
“weakness 
in 
dealing with the Communists, 
one receives only pressures and 
bullying from them," Thanat 
said 
There has been no indication 
that Thailand intends to break 
relations with any Communist 
nations 
China, the Soviet Union and 
Laos all maintain embassies in 
Bangkok, while Vietnam and 
Cambodia were to set up 
missions later this year 
Thanat specifically cited 
Malaysia as a 
nation 
with 
whom relations had deteriorat 
ed under democracy 
Earlier this year, the Thai 
government forbade Malaysian 
troops 
from 
crossing 
the 
southern Thai border in pursuit 
of 
Com munist 
guerrillas, 
severely straining relations 
between the two countries 
Thanat’s statement indicated 
that 
Thailand 
m ight 
con­ 
sidering resuming the pursuit 
policy 


McCarthy Reveals Stands 


On Taxes, City Problems 


CHICAGO

candidate Eugene McCarthy 
says taxpayers

estate of $150,000 before getting 
hit with stiff graduated income 
taxes. 
He also said during a news 
conference Monday he supports 
doing away with state income 
tax and welfare programs in 
favor of uniform federal stan­ 
dards 
The former Minnesota sena­ 
tor, who predicts he will get 
nearly 
one-third 
of 
Illinois' 
votes in the presidential elec­ 
tion Nov. 2, said he is glad 
Mayor Richard J Daley has not 
endorsed him. 
"Practically everyone he's 
(Daley) endorsed for president 
has lost in the last 20 years,” 
McCarthy said 
“I think the 
only winner he picked was Jack 
Kennedy in 1960, and that took a 
long count." 
Daley, a Democrat, won with 
presidential candidates John 
Kennedy and Lyndon Johnson 
but lost with Hubert Humphrey 
and George McGovern 
McCarthy 
said 
both 
President Ford and Jimmy 
Carter are being attacked for 
the wrong reasons — Carter for 
his Playboy interview and Ford 
for asserting Eastern European 
countries are not under the 
domination of the Soviet Union. 
“Ford said it, but does not 
actually believe it,” McCarthy- 
said 
However, “one has to 
worry about a president who 
has trouble speaking on issues 
he is familiar with." 
As for Carter, "He doesn’t 
seem to have a very clear idea 
what the Presidency 
is all 
about,” McCarthy said. 
When asked about criticism 
that his presence in the race 
will take votes away from 
Carter and may cost the 
D em ocratic presidential no­ 
minee the election, McCarthy 
said, “As far as I know, Jimmy 
Carter has one vote — his. The 
rest of the votes belong to the 
people who cast them.”

Identities Sought Of Trio 


Who Invaded Syria Embassy 


ROME 
(U PI) 
- Italian 
authorities say they are having 
difficulty establishing the na­ 
tionalities of three youths who 
stormed the Syrian embassy 
with 
subm achine 
guns 
to 
protest the “ m assacre” of 
Palestinians in Lebanon. 
The trio — first identified as 
Palestinians but later as one 
Palestinian, one Syrian and one 
Lebanese — shot and wounded 
a consular official and held two 
others hostages for an hour 
Monday before surrendering to 
police. 
Spokesmen for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization in 
Rome and Beirut condemned 
the attack as an “irresponsible 
action" that Syria could exploit 
as a pretext for a new military 
offensive against Palestinians 
in Lebanon. 
Earlier in the day, three 
youths believed to be Palestini­ 
ans lobbed a hand grenade at 
the Syrian embassy 
in the 
Pakistani capital of Islamabad. 
One of the attackers was killed 
and the other two arrested. 
Police said the three identi­ 
fied 
them selves 
as 
Nabil 
Hasnen, 25, of Lebanon, Ahmed 
Ossein, 22, a Palestinian, and 
Jaad Mohammed, 20, of Syria 
and said they were students 
who arrived in Italy Saturday. 
Investigators said, however, 
the three carried no documents 
and the names and nationalities 
they gave may be false. 
The Italian government could 
not confirm a report that Syria 
had asked for extraditiop of the 
Rome raiders. Legal sources 
said the real nationalities of the 
three might play a role in 
Italy’s decision on any such 
request 
The trio, carrying subma­ 
chine guns, a pistol and six 
hand grenades, burst into the 
embassy and shot 
consular 
official Humin Hatem, 45, in the 
leg 
Four other embassy of­ 
ficials and em ployes were 
slightly injured 
A message found on one of the 
attackers listed a series of 
demands by the "Black June” 
organization, named after the 
start of the Syrian offensive 
against Palestinian and leftists 
in Lebanon 
P olice said the dem ands 
included "Syria’s withdrawal 
from Lebanon and an end to the 


destruction and massacre of 
the Palestinian people.” 
Those who see our actions 
as acts of terrorism don’t want 
to recognize the terrorism 
exerted by the Syrians,” the 
message said. “We have no 
other choice than to hit back 
against terrorism with revolu­ 
tionary violence.”

were among 24 persons killed in 
a headon train collision Sunday 
in the rugged Sierra Madre 
m ountains 
near 
M exico’s 
"Grand Canyon.” 
Police late Monday identified 
the Americans as Mary Mortel- 
laro of New York and Martin 
Ward Reins, whose address 
was not immediately available. 
“Two women who look like 
Americans, but whom w e’ve 
been unable to identify,” were 
also among the dead, a police 
spokesman said. 
He said more US. citizens 
might 
be 
in 
the 
twisted 
wreckage. 
Two Britons, Mary Jennifer 
Lloyd and Katherine Lloyd, 
also died in Sunday’s crash 
Police and Red Cross rescue 
teams continued to search for 
victims today. 
Most of the 24 dead and 60 
injured were riding in a two-car 
passenger train that slammed 
into a stationary freight train 
and tumbled 60 feet into an 
embankment near the miledeep 
Copper Canyon 
in 
northern 
M exico’s 
Sierra 
Madre 
mountains 
The canyon, a favorite tourist 
spot, is nicknamed “Mexico’s 
Grand Canyon.” 
Many of the passengers were 
Mexicans working for foreign 
travel agencies. 
The disaster occurred as the 
excursion train was travelling 
along the famed Chihuahua A1 
P acific Railway from Los 
M ochis, near the Gulf of 
California, to Chihuahua, about 
300 miles southwest of El Paso, 
Tex. 
The train crashed into the 
freight train just outside one of 
the more than 90 tunnels on the 
rail line 
The railway, considered an 
engineering marvel, was comp­ 
leted in 1962 after nearly 100 
years of intermittent construc­ 
tion through the rugged moun­ 
tain chain.

Hamilton Builds Steam Model 
Steam---What It Means To One Man 


Farm Editor 
Earl Hamilton talks about 
steam power with admiration, 
respect, 
a 
touch 
of 
sen­ 
timentality’ and lots of en­ 
thusiasm. To hear him tell of 
the advantages of the power 
source, one would think the 
world 
has 
passed 
up 
a 
discovery on tne order of the 
wheel, fire and sliced bread. 
Earl admits to being “ over 
70” and says he has worked 
with steam from “ as early as I 
can remember .” He was reared 
in Clarkson, which is about 
three miles 
north of 
East 
Liverpool. His love affair with 
steam started early, and the 
relationship has been a faithful 
one ever since. 
His father ran a sawmill and 
threshing machine, both by 
steam, and Earl continues 
cutting wood with a small 
replica he has built recently 
“ from scratch” and a larger 
engine on his farm at 38120 Rt. 
518 south of Lisbon. 
HIS MODEL, a one half size 
Case 65, is the result of 10 years 
work on 1,200 pounds of special 
iron castings he bought from an 
Illinois foundry. His total in­ 
vestment in material is about 
$1,000. The same machine 
today would cost much more to 
build due to the vastly in­ 
creased cost of the metal. 
He estimates he put in bet­ 
ween three and four thousand 
hours into the engine by the 
time the two-ton beauty was 
completed in May 
Who can 
blame him if he followed the 
urge to drive the vehicle home 
from a Lisbon shop7 
Once his wife brought him 
sufficient coal to fire up the 
nameless machine, he chugged 
home in a short two hours. He 
had the foresight to cover the 
steel wheels with rubber, front 
and back, to make it road­ 
worthy for travel and parades. 
Hamilton 
foresees 
little 
maintenance on the model, 
typical of steam. “ I hope I don’t 
have to do anything with it in 
five years except some minor 
adjustments.”

Estate Tax Law 
Helps Ohioans 


Estate tax reform legislation 
approved by the Congress and 
soon to be signed by President 
Gerald Ford will keep many 
Ohio family farms from being 
sold to pay sky-rocketing 
inheritance taxes, according to 
the president of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau Federation 
(O FBF). 
Speaking 
in 
Columbus, 
Wallace Hirschfeld 
of 
New 
Bremen said the estate tax 
reform measures included in 
the Omnibus Tax Reform Bill 
will save farmers millions of 
dollars and help preserve the 
American family farm. Hir­ 
schfeld, an Auglaize County 
grain farmer, was in Columbus 
attending 
the 
September 
meeting of the O FBF board of 
trustees. 
The most important estate 
tax provisions for farmers in 
the Omnibus Tax Reform Bill 
will: 
—Create a tax credit for all 
estates equal to an exemption 
of $120,000 in 1977 and in­ 
creasing to $175,000 in five 
years. Previously, an exemp­ 
tion of $60,000 was allowed. 
—allow a marital deduction 
of $250,000 or 50 per cent of the 
adjusted value of the estate, 
whichever 
is 
larger 
Previously, only a marital 
deduction of 50 per cent was 
allowed. 
—provide for land valuation 
based on its agriculture use and 
not its current market value. 
—allows estate tax payments 
to be paid over a longer period 
of time with a lower interest 
charge. 
“ The 
new 
estate 
tax 
provisions will 
help keep 
American farms strong and in 
farm families,” Hirschfeld 
said. 
“ Until now, sons and 
daughters often inherited not 
only the farm, but also a 
crushing tax 
burden 
that 
required selling all or part of 
the inheritance to pay the tax.” 


Nation's Ag Workers 


Only 13% Spanish 


Contrary to popular image, 
only a small proportion of the 
nation’s hired farmworkers are 
Black or of Spanish origin, a 
newly-released USDA study 
shows. 
SPANISH-ORIGIN 
people 
make up only 13 per cent of the 
2.7 million people employed as 
hired farmworkers, USDA said. 
The majority—73 per cent— 
of hired farmworkers are 
white. Blacks and others make 
up the remaining 14 per cent. 


N E IT H E R 
are Spanish- 
origin 
farmworkers 
the 
predominant group in the 
migratory farm work force. 
The white group, called Anglo, 
makes up 63 per cent; the 
Spanish origin, 33 per cent; and 
blacks and others, four per 
cent. 
Spanish-origin farmworkers 
generally have earning levels 
higher than those of other 
ethnic groups. Possible 
ex­ 
planations for this point, USDA 
said, are (1) greater number of 
days worked, (2) higher daily 
wages, (3) greater skill and 
competency, 
and 
(4) 
motivation. 


TWO STUDIES of Mexican 
Americans 
suggest 
that 
motivation and ability are 
likely reasons for higher ear­ 
nings power even though they 
generally have low educational 
levels.

14 Census Shows 
County's Ag Proceeds Up, 
But Fewer, Larger Farms 


A preliminary report from 
the 1974 census of agriculture 
by the U.S. Department of 
Commerce showed the value of 
agricultural products sold per 
farm in Columbiana County 
rose by more than 63 per cent 
since the previous census in 
1969. 
The total value of products 
sold in the county increased by 
47 per cent in the five-year 
period. The total amount of 
land harvested decreased two 
per cent, but went up nine per 
cent per farm. The number of 
farms with over $2,500 in 
agricultural sales went up five 
per cent, but the total number 
of farms went down 10 per cent. 
The number of all farms 
declined from 1,295 in 1969 to 
1,169 in the most recent count. 
Farms with sales under $2,500 
decreased from 635 to 478 
TWENTY P E R C E N T of the 
county’s 341,568 acres is taken 
up in harvested cropland. Other 
uses are all other cropland 
(eight per cent); 
non-farm 
land, 58 per cent; other land in 
farms, eight per cent; and 
woodland, including woodland 
pasture, six per cent. 
In farms with $1,000 sales and 
over, the average size went 
from 129 acres in 1969 to 148 in 
the 
1974 tabulation 
as 
the 
number of such farms rose 
from 921 to 1,075 in the county 
The average sales per farm of 
agricultural products increased 
from $14,703 to $18,663 
THE MOST DRAM ATIC 
increase in commodity income 
was in forestry products, where 
the annual total rose from 
$18,000 in 1969 to $97,000 in 1974 
Showing a decline in numbers 
were hogs and pigs (6,780 to 
4,679) and chickens over three 
months old, (173,743 to 141,107). 
Farms with sales of $40,000 or 
over in 1974 jumped to 141 from 
only 79 in 1969. Farms with over 
$100,000 in sales numbered 34 in 
the last count. The most 
common 
income-size 
was 
between $5,000 and $9,999, held 
by 154 farms 
In farms over $2,500, 631 were 


owned by an individual or a 
family, 45 in a partnership and 
14 by a corporation (including 
family). 
The value of machinery and 
equipment on the farms nearly

Computer Rip-offs 


The really clever crook doesn't physically 
break into an office or bank these days He does 
it electronically. 
The growing problem of computer break-ins 
has drawn record attendance at recent computer 
industry conferences, where stories like the 
following are told: 
In New York City, a Neighborhood Youth 
Corps employe with access to the agency’s 
computerized check-writing system haa more 
than 900 unauthorized payroll checks printed for 
his friends, at a cost of $2.7 million to the tax­ 
payers. 
In Washington. D C., a swindler substituted his 
own magnetically marked checking account 
deposit slips for the blank ones a local bank kept 
on the counter. His account accumulated $250,000 
in four davs from other people’s deposits He 
then made a hefty withdrawal and hasn't been 
seen since. 
In California, a young graduate student stole 
about $1 million worth of inventory from a utility 


company with the assistance of the company s 
own computer He simply had the computer 
order equipment to various warehouses, where 
he picked it up in a disguised truck He then sold 
the equipment through a dummy company. 
Elsewhere, private computer files have been 
invaded bv people adding huge amounts of 
money, in the form of personal credit, to charge 
accounts. 
. ... 
To protect computer-stored files, many 
companies have devised systems as tight as Fort 
Knox and a whole new industry has grown up in 
the field of computer security. For example a 
company called Sycor, Inc., of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
has come up with magnetic badges, key locks 
and even passwords to ensure that only 
legitimate personnel have access to specific file

tronic rip-off that will inevitably be passed on to 
honest consumers in the form of higher prices. 
The Human Factor 


Information expected to be learned from the 
Mig-25jet that was flown to Japan by a defecting 
Russian Lieutenant could have a major effect on 
Western defense planning, according to one 
source 


If so, it is one more illustration of the role of 
chance and accident in history, and especially of 
the imponderable and unforeseeable human 
factor 


The best intelligence brains in the West could 
have worked for vears and have spent millions 
trving to ferret out the Mig’s secrets by con­ 
ventional espionage methods and have sue- 
ceeded in obtaining only bits and pi6C6s of them. 


Now, literally out of the blue, Russia’s most 
advanced fighter plane has been dumped into 
their laps intact simply because one lowly 
lieutenant got fed up with the regime he lived 
under. 
Unfortunately, chance, accident and the un­ 
foreseeable can work both ways, and have. 
We remember the British scientists Alan Nunn 
May and Klaus Fuchs, who in the late 1940s 
turned over atomic secrets of incalculable value 
to the Soviets before they were caught. 
Here again was the unpredictable human 
factor at work, changing history - but with far 
less happy consequences for the free world than 
the case of the gift-wrapped Mig.

Seafarers’ leader Paul Hall 
“ edges up” to an improvised 
hotel suite bar with the head of 
some worldwide firm, and no 
one publicly discusses any of 
this after the men depart, it’s 
all very significant. 
These men, leaders of such 
corporations as U.S. Steel and 
General Electric et al., have 
been meeting with labor chiefs, 
including AFL-CIO secretary- 
treasurer Lane Kirkland, the 
steelworkers Abe Abel and the 
clothing and textile president 
Murray Finley for over a year 
now. Coordinating them is 
Harvard 
professor 
John 
Donlop, whose air-shuttling 
track record outruns Henry 
Kissinger’s. 
This 15-man committee met 
June 30. And again almost all 
day on Sept. 22 And they’re 
scheduled to gather Nov. 10 — 
just a week or so after the 
presidential toll has been 
tallied. 
For the moment, they reach 
President Ford through his 
economic specialist, the 
in- 
house B ill Seidman. Gov. 
Carter is more difficult to 
contact. But it’s 
taken for 
granted that the Plains camp 
“ is kept in touch” by the 
professorial 
M ister 
Bang, 
known as Dunlop. He's now 
jetting around the nation at­ 
tempting to put together a

It would be a cruel, even

And the word 
“ rape” was kept out even 
longer, editors using "violate,” 
or sometimes 
“ ravage,” to 
describe 
such 
crimes. 
“ Sodomy,” as I understand it, 
is still a’ no-no for many police 
people

Who then will lead these 
massive unions’’ In fact, who 
will lead the umbrella labor 
federation, the AFL-CIO, with 
which the big auto union soon 
will merge? 
George Meany, labor's 82- 
yea r-old chief of chiefs, keeps 
toying with us newspeople. He 
likes what he’s doing, he says. 
Chuckling, he gibes, that he’s 
been doing it for 50 years so 
why quit. Hie doctor tells him 
he’s healthy, so who is he to 
argue with his doctor, he adds 
But the inside talk persists 
he’ll resign at the February 
1977 Executive Council session. 
And thus he won't defy the 
institutional interdynamics of 
age, power and a mass move­ 
ment. Further, almost half the 
AFL-CIO high command will be 
replaced for many reasons 
So it’s vital that the labor- 
management front be non- 
partisanly guided. That’s what 
the labor-management com­ 
mittee discusses during those 
shadowy sessions. Prof. Dunlop 
has prepared a series of 
position papers on jobs, con­ 
struction, housing, taxes and 
other socio-economic problems. 
Soon they’ll have a consensus 
This they'll present to the next 
President. 
They will talk as one con­ 
certed action “ group” (as it’s 
called in Germany). Thev are 
men of banks and steel and 
electrical equipment and of 
labor Men eager to elect Jerry 
Ford or Jim m y Carter. But 
men eager to keep this nation 
from being ripped by the tur­ 
bulence 
so 
acrim oniously 
characteristic of creaking 
European nations. 
So they’ve taken an oath of 
silence And that’s why the dog 
doesn't bark 


crime in this country and kept it 
within the family. 
“ Not just anybody could walk 
in off the street and knock over 
a bank The Mafia wouldn’t 
permit it. But in this age of new 
morality,’ old family ties have 
loosened and weakened and the 
fam ily structure no longer 
counts for much. 


“ Yet another consideration is 
the tremendous proliferation of 
laws that are available for 
breaking. To give you an 
example, in the session just 
ended, Congress passed a total 
of 250 new laws, most of which 
probably carry some penalty 
for infraction 
“This goes on year after 
year, ana all these new laws 
open doors for criminal activity 
that never existed before. 
“ As the prison population 
keeps increasing, the time may 
come when we'll have to start 
weighing the eo6t of incarcerat­ 
ing criminals against the cost of 
the crimes they commit. 
“ We may find out that law 
enforcement doesn't pay.”

Have Policy 


On China? 


From January to June of 
1976, there was a total of 235 
bloody 
riots 
and 
demon­ 
strations 
within 
Mainland 
China. This includes the well 
publicized Tienanmen Square 
demonstration of April 5th 
involving more than 300,000 
people who marched in support 
of the policies of Chou En-Lai. 
the man who was responsible 
for the Nixon invitation to 
China. Chou is dead and his 
hand-picked successor Teng 
Hsiao-ping has been purged 
along with many of his party 
leaders. 
These are facts attested to by 
the most authoritative China 
watchers. So what then is the 
policy of the United States 
toward Red China? What does 
it mean that the U.S. State 
Department 
ordered 
all 
military advisers on the islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu to return 
home in the month of June, 
1976. Is our State Department 
dabbling in the internal politics 
of a communist regime in 
mainland China? Has that State 
Department 
decided 
to 
surrender the free Nationalist 
Chinese 
government 
of 
Taiwan? 


Frankly, we don’t know the 
answers to these questions, but 
that puts us in the same 
category of all other Americans 
with the possible exception of 
the President and 
Henry 
Kissinger. But, we do not have 
to be told to look at history and 
listen to the tale it tells. 


In 1972, Chou invited the 
President of the United States 
to visit China. He went and 
signed the Shanghai Com­ 
munique. It was not submitted 
to the Senate for ratification for 
it was not a binding treaty. It 
was simply a statement of a 
President of the United States 
and his host in China, Chou 
Enlai about how they felt about 
relaxing tensions between the 
two countries. Chou is now 
dead, and Nixon is no longer 
president. 


But look what has happened 
since that first visit in 1972. The 
United States withdrew from 
the Vietnamese war and South 
Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos 
have fallen to communism. Red 
China came into the United 
Nations and the free Republic 
erf China was kicked out of the 
Security Council ... with the 
help of the United 
States. 
Twenty-six 
provinces 
of 
mainland China have been torn 
with internal conflict ... and 
during the first two weeks in 
June, the United States with­ 
drew its military advisers to 
Quemoy and Matsu. 


What are we about to do for 
communism this time? Are we 
getting ready to surrender 
Taiwan? How long can a nation 
prosper and treat its enemies 
better than it treats its friends?

public gets the word without the 
words. When an 18-year-old lad 
is shot in the eye in Vietnam, we 
say it plain, but we print 
Richard Nixon’s transcripts 
with deleted obscenities. 
It is of course not as if the 
newspaper-television industry 
are otherwise paragons of 
morality. Some kind of advance 
sex education can be acquired 
from the papers these days 
simply by reading the ads for 
the X- and R-rated movies: 
“ Hot and Homy,” or “ She went 
all the way but he wanted 
more.” As for television, the 
same networks that will not 
reveal 
Jim m y 
C arter’s 
language regularly project 
explicit acts of murder and 
sadism into the homes of eager 
viewers. 
Hence there is an appalling 
sort of hypocrisy here.

Washington, as example, the 
news-reading

has

eing hanged in Syria, a front­ 
page feature describing the 
terror of a young prison inmate

in his 
bed for

homosexual assault, and ad­ 
vertisement photographs of a 
go-go dancer who is reported to 
have the largest mammary 
glands in America. And yet 
what did Earl Butz say? That 
has been censored 
Benevolence or no, cen­ 
sorship in any name is risky. 
'What Butz said was wrong, but 
not 
so 
terrible 
as 
the 
imagination may perceive. One 
recalls that the response to the 
Nixon transcript deletions was 
ignorantly exaggerated, that it 
became sport to guess what 
words were omitted, that in fact 
the 
complete 
transcripts 
showed the language to be 
generally mild and so the ex- 
President had been done a 
disservice.

The really clever crook doesn't physically 
break into an office or bank these days He does 
it electronically. 
The growing problem of computer break-ins 
has drawn record attendance at recent computer 
industry conferences, where stories like the 
following are told: 
In New York City, a Neighborhood Youth 
Corps employe with access to the agency’s 
computerized’ check-writing system had more 
than 900 unauthorized payroll checks printed for 
his friends, at a cost of $2.7 million to the tax­ 
payers 
In Washington. D C., a swindler substituted his 
own magnetically marked checking account 
deposit slips for the blank ones a local bank kept 
on the counter His account accumulated $250.000 
in four da vs from other people’s deposits He 
then made a hefty withdrawal and hasn't been 
seen since. 
In California, a voung graduate student stole 
about $1 million worth of inventory’ from a utility 


company with the assistance of the company s 
own computer He simply had the computer 
order equipment to various warehouses where 
he picked it up in a disguised truck He then sold 
the equipment through a dummy company. 
Elsewhere, private computer files have been 
invaded bv people adding huge amounts of 
money, in the form of personal credit, to charge 
accounts. 
. ... 
To protect com puter-stored files, many 
companies have devised systems as tight as Fort 
Knox, and a whole new industry has grown up in 
the field of computer security. For example, a 
company called Sycor. Inc , of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
has come up with magnetic badges, key locks 
and even 
passwords 
to 
ensure 
that 
only- 
legitimate personnel have access to specific file 


^D espite all the safeguards, an estimated $200 
million will be stolen from business this year by 
means of computer manipulation - an elec­ 
tronic rip-off that will inevitably be passed on to 
honest consumers in the form of higher prices.

Information expected to be learned from the 
Mig-25 jet that was flown to Japan by a defecting

If so, it is one more illustration of the role of 
chance and accident in history, and especially of 
the imponderable and unforeseeable human 
factor 


The best intelligence brains in the West could 
have worked for vears and have spent millions 
trving to ferret out the Mig’s secrets by con­ 
ventional espionage methods and have suc­ 
ceeded in obtaining only bits and pieces of them. 


Now literally out of the blue, Russia's most 
advanced fighter plane has been dumped into 
their laps intact simply because one lowly 
lieutenant got fed up with the regime he lived 
under. 
. 
. 
Unfortunately, chance, accident and the un­ 
foreseeable can work both ways, and have. 
We remember the British scientists Alan Nunn 
Mav and Klaus Fuchs, who in the late 1940s 
turned over atomic secrets of incalculable value 
to the Soviets before they were caught. 
Here again was the unpredictable human 
factor at work, changing history 
but with far 
less happy consequences for the free world than 
the case of the gift-wrapped Mig.

In this 
instance, 
reality 
consists of a severe shortage of 
prison soace. 
While getting criminals off 
the streets undoubtedly is a , 
desirable end. first you have to 
have some place to put them. 
Many prisons already are so 
crowded 
the 
inm ates 
are 
sleeping in toilets, shower 
rooms, gymnasiums and infir­ 
maries. In some states there’s 
in overflow, with felons being 
incarcerated in house trailers, 
tents, surplus troop ships and 
salvation Army hostels 
I asked a local penologist 
,vhat was causing the over­ 


crowding and he blamed it in 
part on the attitude of per­ 
missiveness that pervades our 
society 
“It used to be that prisons 
were occupied for the most part 
.by the criminal elite, so to 
speak,” he said. “You had to be 
a pretty unsavory character to 
get sent to the big house 
“But these modern judges 
and prosecutors have a differ­ 
ent set of standards and values 
Today, you can get sent to the 
slammer for just about any­ 
thing. As a result, the prisons 
are being overrun with a lot of 
riff-raff ’ 
I said, “Are you implying 
that the judges and prosecutors 
have lowered the bars with 
respect 
to whom 
they 
put 
behind bars’’” 
‘That’s exactly what I’m 
implying But I’m not saying 
it’s entirely their fault. Mostly 
it’s a matter of changing cir­ 
cumstances. 
“One big factor is the break­ 
down of the family unit. In the 
old days of the Godfather, the 
Mafia pretty well had control of

What did Earl Butz say? 
Although he was forced to 
resign his cabinet position for 
making a racial remark, the 
remark itself has not been 
printed not repeated in the 
media 
There have been censored 
versions of the com m ent, 
written in a code which asks the 
public to fill in the blanks, but 
most Americans still do not 
know precisely what forced the 
Agriculture secretary from 
office. 
Similarly, many Americans 
are still confused about Jimmy 
Carter’s remarks to Playboy 


magazine. News accounts say 
he talked bluntly, using earthy 
language, 
including a 
word 
m eaning 
intercourse, 
but 
editorial 
tradition 
prevented 
much of the media from being 
entirely specific. 
And then there was l’affaire 
Rockefeller 
Last month the 
vice president raised his middle 
finger in salute to a rowdy 
clutch of hecklers, and the 
public, 
forever 
protected 
against this kind ot realism, 
was told the maneuver was a 
“gesture,” a “dirty gesture,” 
or in one notable case, a "dirty 
Italian gesture linked to for­ 
nication.” 


Don’t look for real truth here, 
either.

One breaks the 
rule at his peril, to be su re; last 
year an editor in Dayton, Ohio.

Incumbent 
president 
Arnold 
Miller is being challenged So is 
the establishment in the United 
Steelw orkers, as Abe Abel 
retires next year. And there 
will be a changing of the guard 
in the 1.4 m illion-m em ber 
United Auto Workers 
Who then will lead these 
massive unions? In fact, who 
will lead the umbrella labor 
federation, the AFL-CIO, with 
which the big auto union soon 
will merge? 
George Meany, labor’s 82- 
year-old chief of chiefs, keeps 
toying with us newspeople He 
likes what he’s doing, he says. 
Chuckling, he gibes, that he's 
been doing it for 50 years so 
why quit. Hie doctor tells him 
he’s healthy, so who is he to 
argue with his doctor, he adds. 
But the inside talk persists 
he’ll resign at the February 
1977 Executive Council session.

They will talk as one con­ 
certed action "group" (as it’s 
called in Germany). They are 
men of banks and steel and 
electrical equipment and of 
labor. Men eager to elect Jerry 
Ford or Jimmy Carter. But 
men eager to keep this nation 
from being ripped by the tur­

So they’ve taken an oath of

Does U.S. 
Have Policy 
On China? 


From January to June of 
1976. there was a total of 235 
bloody 
riots 
and 
dem on­ 
strations 
within 
Mainland 
China. This includes the well 
publicized Tienanmen Square 
dem onstration of April 5th 
involving more than 300,000 
people who marched in support 
of tne policies of Chou En-Lai, 
the man who was responsible 
for the Nixon 
invitation to 
China. Chou is dead and his 
hand-picked successor Teng 
Hsiao-ping has been purged 
along with many of his party 
leaders. 
These are facts attested to by 
the most authoritative China 
watchers. So what then is the 
policy of the United States 
toward Red China? What does 
it mean that the U.S. State 
D epartm ent 
ordered 
all 
military advisers on the islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu to return 
home in the month of June, 
1976. Is our State Department 
dabbling in the internal politics 
of a communist regime 
in 
mainland China? Has that State 
Departm ent 
decided 
to 
surrender the free Nationalist 
Chinese 
governm ent 
of 
Taiwan? 


Frankly, we don’t know the 
answers to these questions, but 
that 
puts 
us 
in 
the same 
category of all other Americans 
with the possible exception of 
the 
President 
and 
Henry 
Kissinger. But, we do not have 
to be told to look at history and 
listen to the tale it tells. 


In 1972, Chou invited the 
President of the United States 
to visit China. He went and 
signed the Shanghai Com­ 
munique. It was not submitted 
to the Senate for ratification for 
it was not a binding treaty. It 
was simply a statement of a 
President of the United States 
and his host in China, Chou 
Enlai about how they felt about 
relaxing tensions between the 
two countries. Chou is now 
dead, and Nixon is no longer 
president. 


But look what has happened 
since that first visit in 1972. The 
United States withdrew from 
the Vietnamese war and South 
Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos 
have fallen to communism. Red 
China came into the United 
Nations and the free Republic 
of China was kicked out of the 
Security Council ... with the 
help of 
the 
United 
States 
Twenty-six 
provinces 
of 
mainland China have been torn 
with internal conflict ... and 
during the first two weeks in 
June, the United States with­ 
drew its military advisers to 
Quemoy and Matsu. 


What are we about to do for 
communism this time? Are we 
getting ready to surrender 
Taiwan? How long can a nation 
prosper and treat its enemies 
better than it treats its friends?

Richard N ixon’s transcripts 
with deleted obscenities. 
It is of course not as if the 
newspaper-television

are otherw ise paragons of 
morality. Some kind of advance 
sex education can be acquired 
from the papers these days 
simply by reading the ads for 
the X- and R-rated movies: 
“Hot and Horny,” or “She went 
all the way but he wanted 
more.” As for television, the 
sam e networks that will not 
reveal 
Jim m y 
C arter’s 
language regularly project 
explicit acts of murder and 
sadism into the homes of eager 
viewers. 
Hence there is an appalling 
sort of 
hypocrisy 
here. 
In 
Washington, as example, the 
new s-reading 
public 
has 
recently been treated toa grisly 
hotograph of three assassins 
ing hanged in Syria, a front­ 
page feature describing the 
terror of a young prison inmate 
waiting 
in 
his 
bed 
for 
a 
homosexual assault, and ad­ 
vertisement photographs of a 
go-go dancer who is reported to 
have the largest mammary 
glands in America. And yet 
what did Earl Butz say? That 
has been censored. 
B enevolence or no, cen ­ 
sorship in any name is risky. 
What Butz said was wrong, but 
not 
so 
terrible 
as 
the 
imagination may perceive. One 
recalls that the response to the 
Nixon transcript deletions was 
ignorantly exaggerated, that it 
became sport to guess what 
words were omitted, that in fact 
the 
com plete 
transcripts 
showed the language to be 
generally mild and so the ex- 
President had been done a 
disservice.

L U E B E C K , West Germany 
(U PI i — Dr Martin Kasten ate 
a 
steak for dinner to give him 
strength. Later he drank a cup 
of hot tea 
He smeared his body with 
vaseline against the cold, 
donned a skin diver's rubber 
suit and plunged into the Baltic 
Sea 
just 
before 
midnight 
Saturday under the cover of 
darkness. 
Eighteen hours later, the 29- 
year-old East German physi­ 
cian's shouts of ‘Hello, Hello,” 
were heard by a Swedish ferry 
boat and he was on his way to 
asylum in West Germany. 
"Thank God,” were his first 
words as he was picked up by 
the Svealand, which docked an 
hour later at this Baltic port. “ I 
have lived for this moment for 
eight years.” 
Kasten's ankles were so 
swollen that he had to use 
crutches after he landed in 
Luebeck 
Sunday 
night 
His 
happiness at being in the West 
was marred by one thought: 
“ I couldn't say goodbye to 
anyone. Not to my best friend, 
not to my father I did not want 
to involve them. If they are 
questioned they can honestly 
say they did not know of my 
plans. 
“ I applied to be a ship's 
doctor so I could escape but my 
application was turned down,” 
he said 
“ Perhaps they were 
suspicious of me I was thrown 
out of the Free German Youth, 
the Communist-run youth or­ 
ganization.” 
“ For eight years I prepared 
for my escape,” he said. “ I ran 
miles every day to keep fit."

Deaths Held 
Unrelated To 
Shots For Flu 


PIT T SBU R G H (U P I) - Al­ 
legheny County Coroner Dr. 
Cyril Wecht says the deaths of 
three elderly area residents 
who were inoculated against 
swine flu and A-Victoria flu 
were not related to the in- 
noculations 
There is no evidence to 
indicate a direct causal rela­ 
tionship” between the immuni­ 
zations and the deaths, Wecht 
said. 
Wecht identified the victims 
as 
Charles Gabig, 
71, 
of 
suburban Mount Oliver, Mrs. 
Julia 
Bucci, 
75, 
of 
nearby 
Whitehall, and Ella Michael, 74, 
of Mt. Washington, 
All three received shots at a 
county health department im­ 
munization station on the South 
Side, which was closed “ to be 
on the safe side pending further 
investigation,” a health depart­ 
ment spokesman said 
Gabig received his flu shot 
Sunday and Mrs. Bucci on 
Monday, Wecht said 
Mrs. 
Bucci died in a hospital two 
hours after she was inoculated 
Mrs 
Michael, a widow who 
lived alone, was found Monday 
night and pronounced dead on 
arrival at South Side Hospital. 
Wecht said all three victims 
had known heart disease and 
high blood pressure. 
An autopsy on Gabig showed 
he died following a “ fu ll­ 
blown” heart attack, Wecht 
said. 
The coroner said no autopsy 
was performed on Mrs. Bucci 
at the family’s request. She 
previously had suffered two 
heart attacks, he said. 
Wecht said the question was 
whether any stress the three 
might 
have experienced 
in 
receiving the inoculations could 
have 
been a 
contributory 
factor. 
‘That question nobody can 
answer,” he said.

Franco Book Appears 
Headed For Trouble 


M ADRID, Spain (U P I) 
Spain’s publishing bombshell of 
the year — a close-up look at 
the late Generalissimo Fran­ 
cisco Franco by his personal 
secretary — may be headed for 
trouble, according to publishing 
sources. 
The sources said Monday that 
a first printing of 45,000 copies 
by the Planeta publishing house 
sold out in three days, but that 
politicians and possibly mem­ 
bers of Franco’s family are 
trying to stop further printings. 
The book — “ My Private 
Conversations with Franco" — 
depicts the dictator and his 
entourage in a sometimes 
unflattering way It reveals, for 
example, that Franco kept a 
photograph of Adolf Hitler in 
his study for many years. 
The book was written by Lt. 
Gen. Francisco Franco Sal­ 
gado, a first cousin of the 
strongman, who wa> his secre­ 
tary and confidant during 
Franco’s 39-year rule. 
It fascinates Spaniards be­ 
cause the book appears to be 
the first genuine account of how 
Franco ran the nation 
Many 
see it as the first authoritative 
attempt at cracking the Franco 
myth. 
Most of all, Franco loyalists 
object to the fact that the in­ 
discretions 
committed 
in 
Franco's tightly watched Pardo 
Palace are revealed bv a man 


who had the dictator’s 
full 
confidence. 
Franco Salgado died 
last 
year, only weeks before Franco 
succumbed to a heart ailment 
and intestinal complications, 
leaving the decision to his 
widow on whether the notes of 
his talks w ith Franco should be 
published. 
Franco himself never wrote 
his own memoirs. Persons close 
to him have said he was con­ 
vinced he was going to live 
several years longer 
The book 
from notes which 
publishing sources say have 
been carefully edited — reveals 
no state secrets or scandals. 
But it titillates Spaniards by 
quoting Franco’s often harsh 
comments 
on regime dig­ 
nitaries, by showing that his 
judgments were often wrong 
and 
by 
chiding 
him 
for 
neglecting state affairs by 
going hunting or fishing for long 
periods. 
Franco Salgado describes 
Franco’s wife, Carmen Polo, as 
haughty and luxury-loving, 
pokes fun at the family of their 
son-in-law and hints at graft 
and corruption among some 
persons in Franco’s entourage. 
Franco emerges as a man 
wavering between prudence 
and toughness. He is described 
as convinced that 90 per cent of 
his people backed him — 
although he never dared to test 
this in an election

rader, to the No. 1 spot. 
Harkrader started his first 
game against North Carolina 
State and last Saturday in the 7- 
0 win over Northwestern he 
gained 179 yards in 22 attempts 
—an average of eight yards a 
crack—to garner U P I’s Midw­ 
est offensive "player of the 
week” honors. 
‘This is kind of hard to

D EA R DR LA M B - 1 11 get 
directly to the point I went to 
the hospital not too long ago 
for two convulsions which I 
had several months apart. The 
doctors gave me an E E G 
(brain wave) and discovered I 
had epilepsy They put me on 
a medication called Dilantin 
What I would really like to 
know is what is happening 
during a convulsion 
Is that 
medicine like a tranquilizer0 I 
know epilepsy is a chronic 
nervous disorder 
Does the 
medicine eventually cure the 
disorder? 
My doctor told me that I 
wasn't 
allowed 
alcoholic 
beverages w hile on this 
medication 
Does this mean 
I ’m not even allowed one 
drink, say at a wedding toast, 
or is he referring to excessive 
drinking0 
D E A R R E A D E R - The 
convulsion is caused by some 
cells in your brain literally 
releasing 
more 
e le ctric 
charge than they do normally 
This sets off a chain reaction 
and the brain literally has an 
electrical storm The surface 
(cortex) of the brain is usually 
involved and it affects the 
cells that control movement 
and 
muscular contractions. 
As a result the arms, legs and 
various parts of the body un­ 
dergo 
contractions 
and 
relaxations causing the con­ 
vulsion 
Under special cir­ 
cumstances 
even 
normal 
brain cells can do this That is 
why every convulsion is not an 
epileptic seizure. 
The person usually does not 
remember the actual convul­ 
sion but m ay rem em ber 
changes that precede the ac­ 
tual attack 
T h e r e 
a r e 
d i f f e r e n t 
classifications of epilepsy 
The common type is called 
idiopathic, meaning that no 
underlying reason for the con­ 
vulsions is detected This is 
true in about 70 per cent of 
adult cases. 
I prefer to call the remain­ 


ing group convulsions from 
various causes and not epilep­ 
sy, because they have a 
definite cause A brain injury 
that leaves a scar in the brain 
can set off the electrical dis­ 
charges and the problem is 
quite different 
In many of 
these cases medicines are still 
needed to prevent con­ 
vulsions. A convulsion from 
low blood sugar is not epilepsy 
but a medical problem with 
the symptom of low blood 
sugar, which could even be a 
tumor of the pancreas. 
Now about Dilantin 
It is 
what we call an anticonvul­ 
sant It is not a tranquilizer It 
does act on the surface ot the 
brain in the areas that control 
movement 
It decreases the 
tendency of these cells to fire 
off large electrical charges It 
doesn't make you sleepy. In 
fact, tranquilizers have not 
proved to be very useful in 
epilepsy and may even make 
matters worse. 
The anticonvulsants do not 
cure epilepsy. They control 
the electrical discharges to 
prevent convulsions. Rarely, 
after three to five years with 
no convulsions a person may 
be w it hd ra wn from the 
medicine and may not need it 
any more but most people will 
continue to need treatment. 
Alcohol will decrease the 
amount of Dilantin in the 
bloodstream and could make 
you susceptible to a convul­ 
sion That is why your doctor 
doesn't want you to drink any. 
And you should never stop 
your medicine abruptly as 
that could cause a severe con­ 
vulsion

PIT T SBU R G H (U P I) - E d ­ 
ward E. Sadlowski, candidate 
for the presidency of the United 
Steelworkers of America, has 
announced a slate of candidates 
to challenge a team backed by 
retiring USWA president I.W 
Abel. 
Sadlowski, 38, director of the 
union’s Chicago district, Mon­ 
day also said he will seek a 
debate with his rival, Lloyd 
McBride, 60, director of the 
union’s St. Louis district, who 
supports Abel’s ideas and calls 
his slate “ the administration 
team.” 
A self-proclaimed champion 
of minority groups, Sadlowski 
chose two whites, a black and a 
Chicano. They were, respec­ 
tively : 
— Treasurer, Andrew Kmec, 
56, Pittsburgh, member of the 
USWA field staff. 
— Vice president for ad­ 
m inistration, M arvin Wein- 
stock, 56, Youngstown, Ohio, 
former fiveterm president of 
Local 1330. 
— Vice president for human 
affairs, Oliver Montgomery, 47, 
formerly of Youngstown and 
now of Pittsburgh, member of 
the USWA research staff. 
— Secretary, Ignacio D. 
Rodriguez, 46, Los Angeles, 
president of American Can Co. 
Local 1549 
All four, at a news conference 
held one block from the USWA 
headquarters here, echoed Sad- 
lowski’s theme that the interna­ 
tional union must be reshaped 
internally to be more respon­ 
sive to the average worker. 
Sadlowski said 
that steel­ 
workers were not “ getting their 
fair shares of steel industry 
profits” and that the six-hour 
work day “ is long overdue.” 
“ There’s nothing sacred as 
far as the eight-hour work day 
is concerned,” he said. 
Sadlowski is considered the 
underdog in the Feb. 6 election 
to head the 1.4-million member 
union. 
‘These four men,” Sadlowski 
said of his 
running mates, 
“ have distinguished them­ 
selves within our union, not as 
yesmen for the leadership, but 
as fighters for the mem­ 
bership.” He said they would

Service engineers at Ford 
Motor Co. offer the following 
tips:

2. Have c a r’s autom atic 
choke cleaned and adjusted. IT 
automatic choke doesn’t cut 
down when engine is warmed 
up. gasoline is wasted. 
3. Inspect the cooling system. 
Hoses, radiator, pressure cap 
and thermostat as well as the 
anti-freeze level should be 
checked regularly. 


4. Make sure car battery is 
fully charged, with terminals 
clean and secure and water 
covering battery plates. Bat­ 
tery should be free from cracks 
or corrosion. 
Periodic 
in­ 
spections will assure that 
battery is properly charged. 


5. Check voltage regulator. 
An undercharged battery will 
fail and an overcharged batterv 
will buckle Its cover and bulge 
the sides, causing leaks.

10. Have a periodic general 
safety check made every 10,000 
miles, including inspection of . 
brakes, headlights, hoses, turn

Neglected Components Cause Woes 


How long has it beep since 
you’ve asked someone to take a 
look at your car’s wiring or 
radiator hose? It may have 
been auite a while, if you are 
typical of car owners reported 


in a poll of 370 automotive 
repairmen. 
The survey, conducted by Car 
Care Council, shows many 
motorists tend to ignore battery 
cables, spark plug wires, 


radiator hose and pressure cap 
until failure has resulted. 
In the case of battery cables,

neglected components, trouble 
is likely to take the form of 


starting failure. 
Especially vulnerable are the 
connections on the battery it­ 
self.
